AMHERST COLLEGE, 
WuaT ARE ITS LITERARY ADVANTAGES? 


jn determining the question, whether the College is 
hy of being relieved from its present embarrass- 
worth} and of being vigorously supported in’ future, it 
™ very natural to inquire, What are its advanta- 
= alilerary institution? Can a good education be 
ed there? ‘Chis inquiry the writer of this arti- 
oF ho is in no way connected with the College) 
eda r to answer by a simple statement of facts, 
Ww sation.—It is situated in the town of Amherst in 
flampshire County, about seven miles from the east 
of the Connecticut, and eight miles North-east 
from Northampton. The College buildings stand on 
apeminence, which commands avery extensive view 
of the surrounding country. The valley of the Con- 
pecticut in its fertility and beauty for thirty or forty 
miles, is spread out before the eye. On the west a 
dong range of mountains bounds the distant horizon, 
On the north, astriking mountain scenery is formed 
iy Sugar Loaf, and a number of other peaks, which 
iit themselves in solitary grandeur, into the heavens. 
On the south is Holyoke, and the beautiful range with 
which itis connected. So far then, as the location of 
the College is concerned, it can be commended to 
hic notice with great confidence. We do not at- 
ach undue importance to this thing. A man can 
gudy in a desert, or in an hermit’s cave, but who 
would not prefer to plant himself in such an amphithea- 
teas that around Amherst College? The effect of 
yatural scenery on a body of students, is impercepti- 
ie, andat no one instant of time very great. ut 
who, that has visited Burlington, in Vermont, and 
gen its glorious lake and mountain scenery, will say 
iat itis of little importance where a College should 
® located ? 

3, Character of the surrounding population.—W ithout 
iaituting any invidious comparison between Old 
Hampshire Gounty and other portions of the country, 
we will stateone or two simple facts. For a great 
number of years, the towns in the counties of Hamp- 
shire, Franklin, and Hampden, have been more fully 
supplied with the stated preaching of the gospel, than 
any other equal amount creer in the state, or 
perhaps in New England. Now the connexion he- 
tween general intelligence and the regular preaching 
of the gospel is too well known in New England to 
need any illustration. Again, those three counties with a 
population of 60,000, have had at the various Colleges, 
[Mstudents constantly. Did the whole State send an 
equal number to the Colleges, the whole amount instead 
of 600, the present number, would be 5000; and did 
the United States educate an equal proportionate num- 
ter, our Colleges would contain more than 100,000 stu- 
dents, instead of 6000, the present number. 

§. Course of Study.—The course of study is nearly 
the same as that which is pursued in Vale College, and 
is probably as extensive and as thorough as it would be 
practicable to establish in the present state of public 
pinion in this country. In those departments where 
iteanhedone, theory and the practical application are 
uni The students are taught to carry the princi- 
ples of the science into actual exemplification. In sev- 
eral departments the studies are pursued by subjects. 
Instead of following the details of a particular text-book 
the student is required to investigate, by all the means 
within his reach, a particular topic. We have under- 
stood that this mode of study is very popular and very 
advantageous. : 


4. Amount of Instruetion.—The instructors are, the |

in reality, be able to speak upon a oe truths in a 
manner clear, simple, easy, and intelli ible, without 
having a genuine philosophical knowl ge of them, 
and being complete master of all ideas connected with 
them. He therefore who has not received a phileso- 
phical education, though he may become a verbose 
chatterer, never can become a good preacher. His 
defects in this respect cannot supplied by high 
sounding phrases, or pious, smooth! flowing and lux- 
uriant forms of expression. He will, at most, but daz- 
zle for a while the great mass of the people, without 
doing justice to his intelligent hearers, or successfully

Finally, the zeal with which I applied myself to phi- 
losophy, furnished an excellent remedy for the defects 
of my not having attended either to philosophical or 
theological ethics. As 1 was anxious to become ac- 
quainted with philosophy in its whole extent, and was 
ultimately called upon to teach it, so I was obliged to 
make myself familiar with its practical parts, as well 
as its theoretical. Accordingly, by my own diligence, 
I supplied the defects of my original education. And 
here also my love of ancient literature turned to 
account, With the systematic study of practical phi- 
losphy I began occasionally to combine reading the 
ancient moralists, particularly Plato, Aristotle, Arrian, 
Plutarch, and Seneca, He who is acquainted with these 
writers, knows what treasures of moral truths are heaped 
| together in their works, and what life, power, and prac- 
| tical utilit y, may be derived from a systematic know- 

ledge of ethies, if with it we combine a profitable read- 
| ing of these writers. Many of them, particularly the 
| Diseertationes Epicteteae of Arrian, the moral treatises 
| of Plutarch, and some works of Seneca, became of so 
| much importance to me in these circumstances, that | 
| read them often, and always with additional profit in 
respect to the enlargement and correction of my ethic- 
al information. In general, practical philosophy be- 
|eame more interesting to me, the longer | occupied 
| myself with it. Afterwards, I gradually passed over 
}to the best moralists of modern times; and, what 
| proved of very great usefulness to me, began to read 
| the best historians and poets of every age, with an ex- 
| clusive reference to ethics. That this course very much 
| facilitated the execution of the work upon Christian 
| ethics, in which, by virtue of my office as teacher of 
| theology, | was obliged to engage, is self-evident. My 
jaystem of Christian morality every where exhibits 
| marks of the great influence exerted upon me by these 
| preparatory exercises; and reference is every where 
| made to the writers to whom I am the most indebted. 
| I did not perceive all the benefit I had derived from 
| this method of studying morality, however, until I be- 
| gan to preach. That the preacher must possess a sys- 
| tematic knowledge of morality, if he would go to the 
| foundation in handling moral truths, is unquestionable. 
| This, of itself, however, is by no means sufficient. 
|The preacher must be acquainted with the human 
| heart, and familiar with al! its movements, inclinations, 
| and artifices, He must have examined the various 
| dispositions and characters of men, and must know 
| what difficulties and hindrances stand opposed to the 
practice of godliness in genera), and virtue ve we nico 
' requisite for every case, and, in short, what is and al- 
| ways will be, of the most importance in his cireum- 
| stances, be possessed of practical wisdom. ‘That the 
| only way of acquiring this, is, by paying incessant at- 
tention to one’s own heart, and those things which we 
| find opportunity to notice, connected with a diligent 
| reading of those authors who have shown themselves 
| well acquainted with human nature, and written ex- 
| pressly for life, needs no proof. Among these, how- 
ever, the old classic authors maintain so high a rank, 
that few others can be compared with them. 
I frankly admit, therefore, that they and their best 
moralists, in connexion with the Bible, which I read in- 
| cessantly, constituted my preacher’s magazine. B

** But what shall we tell him to do?” 
Tell him to do, whatever God requires of him. ‘Tell 
him to do it, not because he will thereby work himself 
into a state, or induce God to bring him into a state, 
which will be much for his ecotnfort: but because he 
ought to doit. This he may enter on, and is requir- 
ed to enter upon at once. «No acting on other 
principles a while, by way of pfeparation, is required 
or permitted, Here he mast begin. Here only he 
can begin; for doing wrong can never he a prepara- 
tion for doing right. Two men may sit under the 
same preaching, have the same directions given them 
and execute them with equal zeal; but one does it be- 
cause he sees that they are right, and he is accepted of 
God,—while the othor does it because he hopes _ it will 
be profitable, and is the same man still. 

** Butcan he begin at once?” He can begin in no 
other way. Think of it,—of doing right because itis 
right. It is plainly impossible that one should begin 
otherwise than at once. 

* But can he begin now as well as at any other 
time?” Why not? What can he gain by waiting? 
Acting on wrong principles a otihe Seam will not 
break their power over him. Continuing in bad hab- 
its will not break them up. He will never find him- 
self in a better condition for beginning than now. He 
is to do what is right, because it is right. This is to 
be his sufficient reason for doing it; and this reason ex- 
ists in as full force at one time as at another. He need 
not, cannot, does not wait for itto become right for 
him to pray unto God, but he .waits, if at all, to know 
what it will profit him. His very waiting proves him 
wrong, and will prove him wrong as long as he waits. 

** But be cannot do it himself; and may he now rely 
on the help of God?” He has no right to doubt it. 
God is eternally the active friend of righteousness; 
and no one who will do right for right’s sake, can be 
without bis aid. Te has it already. But take heed. 
Let him not say—* There; 1 do renounce my self-seek- 
ing, that it may be gratified, and I will do right for 
right’s sake, that | may be peid for it;”’ for this is mere 
self-deception. 

But he whose mind is as it should be, will not be 
asking about now and then, but about right and wrong; 
and so far as he is instructed concerning these, will 

ive himself to the practice. And he ae is waiting, 
that the question of how and when may be settled before | 
he begins, shows that he is yet wholly wrong. He is | 
not yet ready to do that which is right, because it is 
right. Sieedeenes asked, ‘‘ How can these things be?” 
But he received no answer, except an assertion of the 
fact, that these thing are, and a reproof for his unbelief. 

We have scarce touched upon what we had chiefly 
in view when we begun to write; but we must stop for 
the present; entreating our readers to meditate much 
on the idea of rig , as distinguished from the

which shall in reality take hold of, awaken and in- 
spire the man, and prepare the way for, and raise, the 
emotions of the heart, without instruction. Now as 
this instruction will produce the most effect, if deliv- 
ered with clearness and proper arrangement, it is im- 
ible to see why strict method should not be com-

- God for nought. 

But had not Moses “ respect to the recompense of 
| rew ard?” Certainly’he had, and so has every good 
|man; but whatis that recompense? It is that, “ be-

what accuracy. art, and constant reference to the 





specific object before them, they arranged their dis- | 


courses, and, by disposing of the several parts agree- 
ably to their relative importance, endeavored, by the 
happiest means, to render them useful and produc- 
tive of the intended effect? Of the particular rules 
for arrangement laid down by all rbetoricians, and the 
earnestness with which attention to order is recom- 
mended, I will here say nothing.

and yet no one accuses these men of being destitute 
of vehemence and strength. Whether we look there-

IDOLATRY IN INDIA. 

John Poynder, Esq. Jong a Director of the East India Company, 
aud withal a most esectient man, has addressed a communication to 
the Editors of the Lendon Times, in which he says,— 

«The Governor General of India has recently abol- 
ished the nefarious system of burning between 600 and 
700 widows every year, under the abused name of re- 
ligion; but in a late attempt, at the East India House, 
to convince the general court that it was encouraging 
idolatry in a far more extensive, and not less sanguina- 
ry form, I have not experienced similar success. This 
attempt had for its object, not the direct abolition of 
the worship of heathenisin but simply, the renuncia- 
tion, on our part, of a gross and disgraceful tax on its 
worshippers, by which | have publicly proved, on in- 
contestible documents, that the East India Company 
has received in 16 years, about one million of money 
from only four tenples in lodia—viz. Juggernaut, Gya, 

Allahabad, and Trippetty. ‘This, Sir, is so much clear 
receipt, afler payment of all the outgoings of repairing 
these temples, paying their priests, and keeping up a 
constant supply of prostitutes. What, then, must be 
the profits to the East Indix Company of all the re- 
maining temples of India? Now, however execrable 
and indefensible might have been the murderous sys- 
tem of suttees, there are two features of atrocity in this 
direct encouragement of idolatry which never attached | 
even to female innaolation.» ‘The one is, that the India 
Company derived no pecuniary advantage from the | 
burning of women, since the Brahmins alone were ben- | 
efited by it; while the Pilgrim tax is filling the coffers 
of our professedly Christian Government, by a direct 
tax on the temple worship; the other feature of aggra- 
yation is, that while the practice of suttces had no influ- 
ence beyond its own peculiar evil, the tribute levied on 
the general idolatry of India supports and perpetuates 
all that awful and revolting mass of profligacy and pol- 
lution which is absolutely inseparable from the heathen 
worship which has been so forcibly and feelinglty de- 
scribed by those eye-witnesses of our own time, Dr, 
Buchanan, the Rev. Mr. Ward, and the Abbe Dubois, 
Do we not, then, owe a further reparation to our out- 
raged Christianity, if, as a joini-stock company, we 
are so many partners in an unhallowed commerce, 
flowing from the most impure & indefensible source ?”’
